LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 323

Introduced by Raikes, 25.

PURPOSE: On January 1, 2011, the Nebraska Advantage Rural
Development Act, the Nebraska Advantage Microenterprise Tax Credit
Act, the Nebraska Advantage Research and Development Act, and tiers
1 and 3 of the Nebraska Advantage Act will expire. The purpose of
this study is to examine tax incentive programs in Nebraska and
other states to assess cost and effectiveness. This study should
result in criteria that will be used to determine which of these
programs should be retained and how they should be modified to be
more effective in developing the Nebraska economy.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDREDTH LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, SECOND SESSION:

1. That the Revenue Committee of the Legislature shall be
designated to conduct an interim study to carry out the purposes of
this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of
its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
